This [s:the second ship to have 

. been sunk by mines near Singapore 
—if that was the cause of the sink- 
ing—since the outbreak of war.

Decrease In Importation 
Of Pigs from China 


A further increase {n the price of 
port, from about 55 cents per catty 
to: about 80 cents per catty, during 
the Jast two weeks, is said to be duc 
{o a shortage of supplies arriving In 
the Colony. 

Dealers at the Central Market state 

that about 1,000 pigs are slaughtered 
daily in normal times, but only 
about 300 pias are arriving in the 
Colony every doy. The plxs, most 
of which come from Holhow and 
Kwangchowwan, were ‘sold at around 
§20 per picul, but they were now 
paying about $45 0 picul. 
» I some respect the present 
shortage of pork {s due to the 
Jupanese blockade of Pakhol, one of 
the chief outlets of plg exporting 
centres, Frequent Japanese warship 
attacks on juniss around Pakhol has 
been a great hindrance to tHe move~ 
ment of goods from Palhoi. One or 
two British ships have been prevent- 
ed from loading. i 

The Intest news from this southern 
port says that the blockade shows 
signs of relnxation due to the de- 
parture of most Japanese warships, 
except one. 

A number of dealers and stall- 
holders were sending out buyers to 
‘Kowloon and the New Territories for 
supplics, but these were not, sufficient 
to meet the locnl demand. .

OF PORK | 


Decrease In Importation 
Of Pigs from China 


A further increase In the price of 
pork, from about 55 cents per cntty 
to nbout 80 cents per catty, during, 
the Inst two weeks, {8 anid to be duc 
to a shortage of supplies arriving In 
the Colony. : 

Denlers nt the Central Market state 
that about 1,000 pigs are slaughtered 
dally Ino normal times, but only 
nbout 300 pizs are arriving in the 
Colony every day. The’ pigs, most 
of which come .from Molhow and 
Kwongchowwian, were suld at around 
$20 per picul, but they were now 
paying about $45 a picul, 

In some respect the present 
shortage of pork is due to the 
Japanese blockade of Pakhoi, one of 
the chief outlets of pig exporting 
centres. Frequent Japanese warship 
nttacks on junks around Palchol has 
been a great hindrance to the move~ 
ment of foods from Palthoi, One or 
two British ships have been prevent- 
ed from loading. 

The fatest news from this southern 
port says that the blockade — shows 
signs of relaxation due to the de- 
parture of most Japanese warships, 
exeept ane. : 

A number of dealers and stall- 
holders were sending out buyers to 
Kowloon and the New Territories for 


supplies, but these were not suMictent) 


to meet the local demand,

From a high position, I could see 
the second and third rows of the 
Siegfried line forts, They are s0 close 
that they formed one thick belt of 
defence’ between which there . are 
barbed wire and trenches. 

There are three or four Slegfried 
fortresses. for every Mnginot line 
position, but that is no comparison be- 
cause cach French fortress is three 
or four times as powerfully built. 

On both sides of the river the low- 
lands are flooded for_a considerable 
distance. From the French end of 
one of the dynamited bridges, I could 
see across the river without glasses, 
and watched some Germans In ao boat 
crossing a tempornry lake, a few, yards 
inland from the Rhine, as they carry 
food and munitions and supplies to 
the marooned Siegfried fortresses at 
the river's cdge, 

They were within easy range of 
the French rifics, but no Frenchmen 
fired at them, although the French- 
men’ around me watched the Ger- 
mans push thelr boat across the Inake 
with a pole, 

Exit The Civilians 

Nowheré along the German side 
could I gee any signs of clvillan ac- 
tivities. The same was true of the 
French side. In the three mile zone 
which was ordered to be evacuated 
of all civilians, there was only one 
factory operating on the whole Rhine 
front—a sugar factory which Js bare- 
Jy two miles from the Rhine where 
the great Alsatian beet crop is being 
converted into sugar before the 
fighting starts, Elsewhere in the 
three mile zone, peusants were forecd 
to leave thelr untouched crops. 

Hops and tobacco—the two richest 
crops—unre rotting on the stem. 

The French Rhine vineyards are 
further inland where the ‘famed 
wines are mdde, and the pressing is 
just finlshed with the indication of a 
bumper wine crop. ° 

Many Alsatian peasants lost their 
whole crops and those whose ficlds 
are on the German side of the river 
were unnble to cross in order to 
harvest when the French dynamited 
the pontoon bridge. Their land has 
since been, confiscated.
